NOT HER  year  gone,  and  once  more   the  members 

of  Battery   A.  with   their  families,  gather   on  t lie 

shore  of  West  Twin  Lake    to   enjoy   their  annual 

reunion,    the   twenty-sixth    since    the   organization  of  the 

Association, 

Tuesday,  August  2d,  Albert  Holcorub  and  daughter 
Mabel,  of  Springfield,  O.,  and  S.  J.  Post  and  family, 
accompanied  by  S.  F.  Hanselman,  wife  and  little  son 
(Jiarlie,  of  Ravenna,  arrived  at  camp.  The  gentlemen 
preceded  their  families  one  day,  in  order  to  pitch  their 
tents  and  have  things  in  readiness  when  their  ladies  arrived.
